Bethelem Gaboy had ſtrengthened his Army with

other places: That 1agzemdorff had drawne many 
Lords to his {fide : And that old Count T horn was 
lcading a whole Army of Turkes againſt Newdeſ- 
burg, ſammoning the Garriſon, and writing to 
the Gouvernour,thar if they wHl deliner the Caſtle 
and the Towne,they ſhall not only haue free paſ- 
ſage in Martiall manerto go whither they would, 
and the. acceptation both of him and them for 
perpetuall friends : but the Gouernours anſwere 
was the roaring of; the Cannon,and the whiſtling 
of Bullets ouer their heads ; ſo that when Court

Other Letters haue theſe particulars : That the 
Marqueſle of 1aggendorff is at T hirnaw ficke of 2 
Feuer : Thatthe Chancellor of, H#zzary confer. 
ring with the Lord Budianz, got a promiſe of him 
not to attempt any thing againſt Ceſar, that the 
Hungarians generally complained of the Spaniſh 
and Italian Garriſons: That a Souldier came with 
newes to the Emperor, that about Marck, a place 
ſurprized by Bethelem Gabor,his Reare was cut off, 
and moſt of them defeated : That'the Palatine of 
Hungary hath obtained leaue of the Emperony to 
treat with Bethelem Gabor for his owne peace; and 
that the Imperiall Army of Merawia is ingreat di- 
ſreſſe, by reaſon that the enemy is ouer-numerous, 
& hath enuironed them with a formidable Army.

the enemie , prouifton came in apace,and the Ar- 
mie receiued extraordinary reliefe, but it laſted 
not long ; for the enemie came ſuddenly forward 
againe , and preuailed in many encounters, as in- 
another letter is thus apparant. 

. Although wee preſumed, that the enemic was: 
retired backe, whereby report hath been ouer-li- 
berall to our comfort , asif the Imperiall Armie 
had reuenged-the Count Negromonte and Colaltos 
defeat : yetwe heare fince the contrary , and that 
all is in great danger. Fot the Lord Pazear, who 
arriued at Y7euna the 22.0t Noxember , afſureth, 
that there were 5000«ſlaine;, and that all Morasi/z 
and $S:/efa were ina manner reuolted. That the 

remainder of the Armie was retired to Gettinger, 
and thereis inuironed with'a multitude of Turks. 
That the reſt of the Tra»ſe/neniars have brought 
their Ordnance ouer the bridge,and ſo raiſed ſeue-. 
rall batteries,from whence they ſhoot at pleaſure 
into the Imperiall Campe. That 1500. horſe of 
Falachia, which.were comming to our reſcue by 
Poland,were ſet vpon, and defcated by the Tran- 
ſeluanians. That the Souldiers of Croatia could 
not breake through the Turkes,or come ynto the 
Armie of Caſar. That Seigrmenr Picolomini,a Co- 
fin of the Empreſſe, was likewife flaine in the skir. 
miſh, and that all will fall aſander, if T#/fey and 
the Coffackes of Poland come not the ſooner. 
Thaue one Letter more, much-about the fame 
date, which relateth theſe particulars : That the 
B $6 Palatine. 
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Palatine of Hungary, with other Lords, have bin 
with Bethelem Gabor, to treat about a Peace or re- 
conciliation: bur hee hath denyed all compolitt- 
on, except the King of Bohemia be reinſtaled, and 
haue the: peaceable poſſeſſion of his Inheritance. 
That there came Embaſſadors to Yiemps fro Wits 
zenberg,to complaine of certaine grieuances, be- 
fides the threatning of Bararis orto come theme 
but they haue not ſped, no more then thoſe of 
Franconia or Frankland,wino finde the Emperour 
moreand more diſpleaſed with the Proteſtants, 
for all hee hath publiſhed his willingnes to haue 
the free exerciſe of Religion inall the great Cit- 
ties. That Banaria fortifies his Country , and pro- 
hibits the exportation either of money, corne, 
falt, or any other prouiſion : and that the Enemy 
marching priuatly ouer their bridge at a place cal- 
led Marke, had many of their Reare flaine , which 
the Count of Negromonte aflured the Emperour 


by letters. And thus much concerning the Em- |

vader Sureries : 'Fhe Walls are repayred, and 
made ſtronger, and anew ſupply is expected, to 
increaſe the Gariſon : For which purpoſe, the 
Villages haue a fore impoſition, and taxe laid v- 
pon them, to bring in prouiſton, and not ſuffer 
the great Citty to want, or exclaime with the 
feare ofa Famine, conſidering the Enemy hath 
bin ſcene already vpon the Frontires of Bohemia. 
They alſo write, that 4000. Cofſacks, ſent the laft 
ycere into Hurnzary,arc returned into the Empe- 
rours {eruice, with their chiefe Commander Rat-

and as preſently ſent him into Podobia, to raife 
what forces the Country couldafford ;- but found 
very few, becauſe the great Commander Zobro- 
skey had beene there before him, and was gone 
with 15000. Coffacks, to make ſome Inrodes in: 
Fartary,or at leaſt, to keepe thoſe Confines,.that 
the Tartariays might not ſuddenly infeſt the Pro- 
_uinces of Ser#ia, Bulzaria, and Walachia, of all

:Theletters from the Hage-intreat of many matters 
and are indeed more remarkable for martiall affaires, 
ehen thoſe of Amſterdam : yer I find not much in 
them, bur that the Prince of 0r4zge hath taken order 
for,Gariſoning his army, and hearing great murmu- 
ring , and repining for the Spaniards foraging of 
Weſiphalia,;and ſurpriſing the.townes both there and 
in Hefſen,he knew not well what to ſay, but thathee 
and they mult tarry the time, and expc& for better 
ſucceſſe hereafter : other letters containe thus much, 
thac they vnde;ſtand by a ſhip come from Mnlnus 
in Spaine., how diners ſhips are arrcſted in ſeucrall 
harbours vpon ſuſpicion of being fraighted with 
Hoellanders goods; but others hearing of the miſchicfe 
found a time to depart and ſo eſcaped: thatthereis 
great care taken, & lolemne aſſemblies of the Coun- 
Ecilers made, £0 preuent the intruſion and inrodes 
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of the Hollanders*bork inro:the Weſt andthe Eafk 
indics;andthat they are afraid; the filuer Fleet witl 
not:come homeiin-duetime. 

Others letters concerne the Emperour, and write 
in this manner,that his Maieſtic vnderſtanding, thar 
there was a generall meeting in thev pper Saxo2y, and 
muſtering of ſouldiers to defend their owne Con 
nes, hee aduertiſed rhem., that Bethlers Gabsr was 
marching forwards with many T»rkes and. Tartars, 
to diſturbe the peace of Chriſtendome , and had al- 
ready taken in ſundry townes and places in Hangary, 
and Moravia , with reſolution to inuade Bohem:z, 
and ſo begina tumultuous Warre againe, to the 0- 
uerthrow of the-ſacred Roman Empire, therefore heg 
commanded -them to -ſend vp their: forces: vnts 
him,not onely to manifeſt their obedience, but robe 
the glorious inſtruments of rebating the pride of the 
enemy , and propuliing ſo dangerous an adnerfary, 
as the Turkes were toi Chriftendome: ner vias this 
marter to be delayed, but ſpeedily andſ{uddenly ro 
be put in execution, the Tranſe#44n1ans came on fo 
faſt, and all the Country wasin hazard: to which the 
Duke of S4xoxy quickly condeſcended, but the cir- 
cuire of the lower S4xo9xy made a ſtay of the bus 
* nefle, asrather affeed to the King of Denmarke, 
who was muſtering men amongſitthem. While the - 
marter ſtood thus 10 Saxoy,newes came from Heſſen, 
that the regiments of Hoftein, Saxen-Lawenburg, A-.
